Banking Committee

WASHINGTON UPI — The Senate 
Banking Committee has voted to 
atrip the Wage Stabilization Board 
of its controversial powers in labor 
disputes and to reorganize it as an 
all-public body . 
As now set up, the board con­ 
sists of six m em bers each repre­ 
senting organized labor, industry 
and the public. 
At the sam e tim e the committee 
voted late y esterday to continue 
wage and price controls until nex t 
M arch I. 
Today , two Democratic senators 
said the controls-ex tender is so 
watered down it would weaken the 
dikes against inflation. 
Senators Douglas of Illinois and 
Moody of Michigan said the com­ 
m ittee “did not adopt a single 
strengthening 
am endm ent favor­ 
ing the consuming public.*’ 
In acting on President Trum an’s 
request that Congress ex tend all 
stabilization controls through June 
30, 1953, the com mittee voted 8-4 
to: 
1. Continue wage and price con­ 
trols until nex t M arch I. 
2. Ex tend rent control and au­ 
thority to allocate scarce civilian 
m aterials through June 30, 1953. 
The current controls law ex pires 
June 30. 
Outg ro wth Of Criticism 
The 7 to 3 vote to reorganize 
the wage board was an outgrowth 
of bitter criticism of the board’s 
handling of the steel dispute. Pro­ 
tests have been voiced in Congress 
over the amount of pay raises the 
WSB recommended for the CIO 
steelworkers and for its endorse­ 
m ent of a union shop in the indus­ 
try . 
Under a union shop agreement, 
a non-union worker m ay be hired 
but he m ust join within a speci­ 
fied time.

From the comments made by members of 
the Su preme Cou rt, it is plain that the hig hest 
cou rt, itself, is likely to be of two minds on 
presidential powers of seizu re. 
It shou ld not be forg otten that some of the 
ju stices are on the bench, becau se they held 
v iews on ex ecu tiv e power which were pleasing 
to the President who u sed it most boldly in 
modem times—Franklin D. Roosev elt.

It particu larly shou ld be remembered that 
Associate Ju stice Clark, U.S. attorney g eneral, 
propou nded the theory that a President can do 
any thing that comes to his mind. 
The Su preme Cou rt ju stices apparently are 
( 


aware that v astly more than an abstraction is 
at stake; that Harry Tru man is in politics and 
inv aribly has a political motiv e. 
That is why the ju stices are cu riou s abou t 
J Mr. Tru man’s deliberate av oidance of the Taft- 
7 Hartley Act, in fav or of imposing shaky au thor­ 
ity of his own. Moreov er, to back u p this cu r­ 
iou s method of appeasing the u nion which was 
« inv olv ed, he called on the Wag e Stabilization 
/ Board to g o ou tside its proper sphere and ditch 
the Taft-Hartley Act. 
If impeachment proceeding s were to open 
^ag ainst Mr. Tru man, this wou ld be the most 
seriou s charg e—that to spite certain political 
^opponents he was capable of ig noring the prin­ 
cipal law of the land dealing with indu strial 
dispu tes. In ju dg ing the g ov ernment’s case, the 
members of the Su preme Cou rt hearing ev idence 
in the steel-seizu re issu e will need to take the 
qu estion of g ood faith into consideration. 
There was more inv olv ed than an emerg ency 
f?of indu strial produ ction. An emerg ency in g ov ­ 
ernmental integ rity had arisen, too. 
Mr. Tru man mu ffed it. 
lr 
•. 


Both Feet Pinched 
Union spokesmen are “shocked,” they say , 
by a proposed law to let the federal g ov ernment 
seize both indu stries and u nions in order to av ert 
strikes. 
That ev ens u p the shock which steel man­ 
ag ement su stained when President Tru man 
seized steel properties with no law at all. It 
mig ht bring some belated sense to ev ery body 
the ex act fate of deadlock which was predicted 
one crisis after another in indu strial relations, 
then scram for the g ov ernment to ru sh to the 
rescu e with inju nctions, seizu re orders and all- 
nig ht conferences. 
If that is what these people want, that is 
what they will g et—and all the rest of u s will 
hav e to make the best of it. It won’t be v ery 
g ood. It is not v ery g ood rig ht now. 
Bu t if what ev ery body wanted was a society 
lr which the dream of its fou nding fathers cou ld 
be realized—their dream of a society of equ als 
held tog ether in a pattern of tolerance and com­ 
promise—there wou ld be no qu estion abou t fed­ 
eral coercion to keep irreconcilable factions 
from paraly zing the cou ntry . 
The United States wou ld not be drifting into 
the ex act fate of deadlock which was predicated 
n centu ry ag o by Karl Marx —a head-on collis­ 
ion between what Marx thou g ht of as the con­ 
tradictory forces of capital aijd labor. 
The half-Marx ists of creeping Socialism and 
state capitalism are standing by to pick u p the 
pieces. They are mov ing in close, reaching ou t 
for the chance they hav e waited for so long — 
the chance to seize both property and people and 
to u se them as they see fit for the “preserv a- 


The wold is abou t to witness 
an intensification of what has been 
called the “cold war” bu t is in 
reality the u se by the Commu nists 
of harassing and v ex ing tactics 
desig ned to obtain concessions that 
cou ld not be obtained by larg e- 
scale war. 
Hag g ling ov er armistice terms 
in Korea has abou t ended, bu t the 
nex t step isn’t enlarg ement of the 
war. It will, of cou rse, bring a 
resu mption of the desu ltory fig ht­ 
ing that went on before the peace 
parley s beg an. There is no present 
plan on the part of the U. N. to 
bomb Manchu rian bases or to im­ 
pose 
nav al 
blockade 
cm 
Red 
China. 
Hag g ling will start soon in an­ 
other theatre—in and arou nd Ber­ 
lin, where Allied patrols 
hav e 
been tu rned back recently and 
where an u narmed French pas­ 
seng er plane has been fired on 
by the Ru ssian air force. 
The Ru ssian strateg y is based 
on the conv iction that the Western 
cou ntries will not g o to larg e- 
scale war and that incidents can 
be piled u p which will not pro­ 
v oke the Allies to declare war, 
no matter 
how 
irritating they 
may become. 


THE ALLIED POWERS, on the 
other hand, hav e imag ined that the 
more they bu ild u p armament the 
more frig htened the Commu nists 
will become. The armament is 
necessary as an insu rance, bu t it 
is qu estionable whether it will de­ 
ter the Commu nists from mov ing 
u p to crisis after crisis, knowing 
the armament will nev er be u sed, 
especially in the face of a possi­ 
ble retreat which Moscow can al­ 
way s maneu v er if the g oing g ets 
too hot. 
What can the West do? What 
are its alternativ es? Two can play 
the g ame as well as one. The 
Western cou ntries hav e it in their 
power to impose a squ eeze on v i­ 
tal materials and produ cts, bu t this 
will mean sacrifices and a hig h 
cost. For where trade is embar­ 
g oed, financial losses to somebody 
are inv olv ed, and the way that this 
is u su ally done in wartime is to 
bu y u p the su pply for stockpile 
pu rposes. Still, this is less costly 
in the long ru n than a 22-y ear 
“cold war’’, with heav y arma­ 
ment ex penditu res ev ery y ear for 
an indefinite period. 


THE SECOND and perhaps the 
more important method of v ex ing 
the enemy is to send arms and 
ammu nition to those people be­ 
hind the “iron cu rtain,” especial­ 
ly in Hu ng ary , Czechoslov akia, 
Poland, Bu lg aria and Romania, who 
are really bold enou g h to org an­ 
ize resistance mov ements su ch as 


were carried on du ring die last 
war in areas occu pied by the Ger­ 
man armies. This will lead to “pu r­ 
g es” and. while some liv es will be 
sacrificed by men willing to be 
marty rs to freedom, it will then 
intensify the resistance operations 
and g iv e the Commu nist g ov ern­ 
ment in Moscow some real trou ble 
in its own backy ard. 
, 


I 
“A COLD WAR” can be car- 
I lied on which will bring Moscow 
to terms, bu t it requ ires boldness 
and imag ination aik! persistence. 
Too mu ch of the thinking in west­ 
ern cou ntries has been dev oted to 
the idea that the only thing that 
can persu ade the Commu nists to 
refrain from their ag g ressiv e ac­ 
tiv ities is to threaten military ac­ 
tion, which inev itably leads to a 
third work! war. 
What Ru ssia has been carry ing 
on for fiv e y ears now is a new 
ty pe of warfare, and the Allies 
hav e been slow to realize that a 
“limited war” in Korea has the 
approv al of Moscow as well as 
the West. The Commu nists hav e 
feared that a MacArthu r policy 
wou ld lead to an enlarg ed war, 
and that's ex actly the feeling of 
the administration here and of the 
g ov ernments allied with u s. When 
MacArthu r was dismissed, it was 
tantamou nt to assu ring the Com­ 
mu nists that there wou ld be no 
that the “cold war,” with its hit- 
follow-u p by military methods and 
and-ru n tactics, cou ld be resu med. 
For nearly a y ear the Commu n­ 
ists hav e play ed their talking 
talking g ame at the armistice ta­ 
ble, bu t now the Allies hav e de­ 
cided to qu it talking and let na­ 
tu re take its cou rse. No threat 
has been made. The Korean war 
merely is to drag on as before, 
and it nev er will be settled u ntil 
some cou ntermov es in the “cold 
war” are made in the Eu ropean 
theatre, where the Commu nists 
are still cou nting on a div ided al­ 
liance and political infiltration to 
keep the Western cou ntries at bay . 


AS THE arg u ment ov er g iv ing 
their sov ereig nty back to the Ger­ 
man people g rows more and more 
spirited, the Commu nists may be 
ex pected to start another Berlin 
blockade and apply similar haras­ 
sing tactics in other parts of the 
world. 
The real qu estion is whether the 
Western cou ntries are g oing to be­ 
come reconciled to the necessity 
of fig hting a “cold war” as the 
Ru ssians are doing -g iv ing them 
some of their own medicine—or 
whether the situ ation is to be al­ 
lowed to drift aimlessly , with tre­ 
mendou s ex penditu res for more 
and more armament that will be­ 
come obsolete as the y ears g o on.

Prison Riot At Koje 
If a few prison au thorities at home indu lg e 
in a wry smile at the news of a prison-camp 
riot stag ed by captiv e Commu nists in far-off 
fKoje, they can be forg iv en. 
The Koje Commu nists manag ed to seize and 
hold Brig . Gen. Francis E. Dodd as a hostag e, 
which Is better than the rioters in New Jersey 
land Michig an prisons dreamed of being able 
to do. 
They did this in spite of military ru le and 
secu rity , which hardly can be compared to the 
restraints placed on prison au thorities in the 
-United States. 
And they did not do it becau se the press and 
/radio. or ev en telev ision, blu eprinted a procedu re 
tor them. These serv ices are not av ailable at 
Koje prison camp. 
Bu t prisoners do not v ary mu ch the world 
ov er. They resent imprisonment and the hard 
^conditions of imprisonment. They take adv ant­ 
ag e of ev ery possibility of g etting a better deal, 
I lf a better deal is potential. 
Among the prisoners held by the Chinese 
T!ommu nists, there is no hope of a better deal. 
There are no prison riots among them, becau se 
v iolent death wou ld be the au tomatic resu lt. That 
in itself rev eals the fu ndamental difference be­ 
tween a society in which au thority cannot be 
qu estioned, let alone challeng ed, and a society 
in which ev en a prisoner dares to assert him- 
[self.

Often the first sy mptom is the 
presence of blood on the ou tside 
of the stool withou t pain. Other 
common early sig ns are itching or 
slig ht pain, especially on straining , 
Bleeding is u su ally slig ht at first, 
bu t can g et so bad that it can cau se 
anemia. 
Ulcers, or cracks in the skin or 
mu cou s membrane arou nd the rec­ 
tu m often dev elop in a long con­ 
tinu ed cases. Su ch complications 
are frequ ently painfu l. 
At times clots can form inside 
the enlarg ed v eins. These are like-

ly to arise su ddenly with sev ere 
pain. They are u su ally absorbed 
in a week or so thou g h the clot can 
be shelled ou t by su rg ery . 
Mrs. O. asks abou t treatment 
with the electric needle. This me­ 
thod is fav ored by some, bu t in 
g eneral, the best treatment for 
hemorrhoids is to cu t them ou t. 
This inv olv es an operation which 
can be performed with either local 
or g eneral anesthesia. 
There has been mu ch improv e­ 
ment in the methods of treatment 
and after-care in recent y ears, so 
that u su ally conv alescence is more 
rapid and the pain is less sev ere 
following this operation than was 
formerly the case. 
There is some dang er that piles 
will come back after operation— 
that is, new ones dev elop—u nless 
the cau ses which orig inally pro­ 
du ced the condition are Also cor­ 
rected. There is mu ch concern 
abou t whether piles, .or hemorr­ 
hoids, lead to cancer. Fortu nately , 
thou g h hemorrhoids cau se a lot of 
discomfort, they do not increase 
the chances of dev eloping cancer.

The 
OWI was definitely antag onistic 
to American nationalism. 
It is impossible to be nationalis­ 
tic and One World simu ltaneou sly . 
The word went down from on hig h 
that nationalism is dead and ou r 
command took its cu e from the 
master. 
Comes an American holiday and 
the response is One Worldish. When 
I was a boy , Memorial Day , as it 
is now called, Decoration Day , as 
we knew it, was a day of the flag . 
Ev ery body pu t ou t a flag —big ones, 
little ones, it did not matter. 
Ex cept for v eterans marching , 
Memorial Day is no long er the 
day of the flag .

Why 
not form patriotic committees in 
ev ery city and v illag e to make the 
Fou rth of Ju ly , 19 52, the most ex ­ 
pressiv ely patriotic the cou ntry has 
ev er known? 
This is a g ood y ear for su ch a 
demonstration of patriotism be­ 
cau se we are at war. The United 
Nations police action fiction is ju st 
abou t dissipated. We are at war in 
Korea; we are at war in Eu rope. 
If we are not at war in Eu rope, 
what are American troops doing 


there? If we are not at war, why 
not bring ou r sons home, where 
they rig htly belong ? 
The theory that mere mobiliza­ 
tion will sav e u s from Ru ssia is u n­ 
tenable from the facts of the sit­ 
u ation. The object of mobilization 
is to hav e an army ready for a 
shooting war and to g iv e ev idence 
of a willing ness to fig ht. Any other 
reason for the presence of Ameri­ 
cans in Eu rope cannot be ju stified. 
We may call it a “cold war,” bu t 
ou r soldiers hav e to be there.

THOSE MEMBERS of ou r armed 
forces who are requ ired to g iv e 
y ears of their liv es and ev en sacri­ 
fice life itself for their cou ntry are 
entitledd to ou r moral su pport.

in process of preparation by speak­ 
ers who soon will feel honored to 
stand before g radu ating classes on 
this happy occasion, etc. 
All the speeches will be sincere. 
Nothing bring s ou t sincerity like a 
chance to tell the rising g eneration 
the score. It is the opportu nity of 
a lifetime to strike a balance be­ 
tween brig ht hope and dark dis­ 
enchantment, which is the beg in­ 
ning of wisdom. 
Bu t there is a feeling among 
those of matu re y ears who listen 
to these distillations of wisdom 
y ear after y ear, that they are 
a little too heady for those who 
su p from the cu p. 
To be tru thfu l abou t it, com­ 
mencement speakers in their well­ 
meant attempts to rise to the oc­ 
casion fly so hig h they lose con­ 
tact with reality . The alternativ e 
wou ld be ev en wofse: To sink so 
low 
into 
disillu sionment 
they 
wou ld lose sig ht of the sky . 
Why cou ldn’t a commencement 
speaker admit what is tru e of all 
of u s — that ou r liv es hav e been 
and the liv es of the g radu ates will 
be a mix tu re of faith and cy ni­ 
cism, of fly ing hig h and sinking 
low? Why wou ldn’t it be the u lti­ 
mate wisdom to face u p to the 
fact no one ev er can be pu t 
squ arely on the beam and held 
there throu g h the cou rse of the 
y ears? 
In that mood, a commencement 
speaker cou ld wish the boy s and 
g irls lu ck, after admonisinm them 
not to take any more wooden dimes 
than necessary ; wooden nickels 
now hav e been called in by the 
U. S. Treasu ry . 
He cou ld wish them enou g h wis­ 
dom to step arou nd most of the 
su cker traps which will be du g 
for them by shrewd operators 
woo know the su pply of su ckers 
nev er diminishes. Bu t he shou ld 
refrain from describing these traps 
in adv ance, since he cou ldn’t pos­ 
sibly know what they will be. 
He mig ht point ou t to them in 
hu mility that they will be squ eezed 
all their liv es between competing 
bidders for power, and that in 
many instances they , themselv es, 
will be doing the bidding .

That, itself, is one of the 
techniqu es of the power stru g g le— 
to try to line u p its v ictims on one 
side or the other. 
And in what is sometimes called 
the phenobarbital ag e, the speaker 
mig ht bear down on the adv antag ­ 
es of liv ing one day at a time, u s­ 
ing whatev er timeless precepts of 
relig ion, ethics and law may con­ 
tribu te to peace of mind while do­ 
ing it. 
In closing , the speaker mig ht

This celebrated old cow 
town Is looking 
forward with somewhat worried pride lo the 
retu rn nex t month of one of the local boy s who 
made g ood. 
He u sed to work at die creamery here, 
where other employ es tau g ht him how to shoot 
craps. 
There wasn’t mu ch of a crowd at the rail­ 
road station to see him off when fee want East, 
y ears ag o. 
Bu t Abilene, a town of abou t 7.00b popu li 
latten, is ex pecting 50.000 to 100,000 v isitors to 
help welcome back its fav orite son—Gen. Dwig ht 
D. Eisenhower. 
Residents bere aren’t su re whether the 
ev ent will tear tha town apart. Bu t it is no 
secret that meat hope it will spring board “Ike” 
into a Repu blican presidential nomination. The 
big g est disaster that cou ld happen hereabou ts 
rig ht now wou ld be tor a baby boy to be born 
with an “I Like Taft” bu tton to his tu mmy * 


DURING THE TWO-DAY homecoming cele­ 
bration starting Ju ne 4, Gen. Eisenhower will 
lay the cornerstone for a mu seu m to hou se his 
war trophies, address a throng in Eisenhower 
Park, g iv e a press conference and rev iew a 
mammoth parade containing 38 floats sy mbo­ 
lizing his career. 
“Ike” definitely has replaced Wild BHI 
Hickok as the nu mber one hero of Abilene. Hic* 
kok was the peace officer who brou g ht law and 
order to the town in the wild and woolly day s 
when it was America’s top cattle shipping center 
and its saloons ou tnu mbered *ts bu siness hou ses. 
Su mmarizing home town sentiment for Eis­ 
enhower, Charles M. Harg er, 8 9 -y ear-old pu b­ 
lisher of the Abilene Reflector-Chronicle, said: 
“ If y ou want to know how the people here 
feel abou t Ike, g o ou t on the street and call him 
a bad name—and see how qu ick something hap­ 
pens to y ou .” 
Abov e the main street floats a g iant sig n 
say ing : 
“Eisenhower For President.” It has 
fallen down, or been blown down, tou r times 
since last Nov ember. Now It Is firmly cabled 
to two banks. 


“TVE SPENT $150 to keep that sig n u p,” 
said Henry B. Jameson, y ou ng newspaper ex ecu ­ 
tiv e here wso serv ed as a war correspondent 
with Eisenhower’s forces in Eu rope. “It’ll stay 
u p now ev en lf the bank walls fall down.” 
Despite the sig n, Jameson, one of the com­ 
mittee members in charg e of the Eisenhower 
celebration, said that “his welcome home is not 
set u p on a political basis. We hav e Democrats 
on the committee.” 
The planners are ex pecting at least ten state 
g ov ernors for the festiv ities. Among the scores 
of special trains will be two from Tex as—one 
containing 115 Tex ans, the other containing the 
horses they will ride in the parade. Some 700 
peace officers from all parts of Kansas will be 
brou g ht here to handle traffic. 
One of the most delicate issu es inv olv ed is 
how long General Eisenhower plans to remain 
in this first v isit home. 
“Natu rally , we want him to say on as long 
as he can,” said one resident, and added du b­ 
iou sly : "“ Bu t L don’t see how the town can handle 
the crowds for more than two day s.”

THE MECCA of most v isitors here is Ike’s 
old family home. The Eisenhower boy s tu rned 
It ov er to the Eisenhower Fou ndation after the 
death of their mother in 1946. 
It has been kept ju st as she left It. Her 
du st car still hang s from a rocking chair In the 
room in which she died. On the wall of the 
second floor bedroom where Eisenhower slept 
as a boy is hu ng the old-fashioned motto: “Thy 
will be done.” 
J. Earl Endacptt, ex ecu tiv e director of the 
Eisenhower Fou ndation, said 100,000 people had 
v isited the home in recent y ears. They came 
from ev ery state in the Union and 76 foreig n 
cou ntries. 
“One of them,” remarked Endacott, “was 
an ex -cannibal from a Sou th Sea Island.” 
Ju st how he became an Ike fan nobody 
knows. Bu t in Abilene today it’s enou g ht to be 
an Eisenhower su pporter.

Other signers will be 
the foreign ministers of Great 
Britain, France and West Germ­ 
any . Acheson also plans to be pre­ 
sent at the signing of a treaty set­ 
ting up a. European defense com­ 
munity including West Germany . 
The latest ex pression of the firm 
resolv e of the western nations to 
go through with these plans as 
nearly on schedule as possible was 
set forth last night in a note to 
Russia. 
The American note, identical 
with notes sent by Britain and 
France, declared that this gov ern­ 
ment will “ not be deflected’* from 
the policy of creating true unity 
among the European nations be­ 
cause this “ represents the true 
path of peace.” 
At the same time the United 
States and the other western pow­ 
ers ex pressed readiness to open 
negotiations with the Sov iet Union 
on the unification of Eastern and 
Western Germany prov ided there 
is first a clear understanding up­ 
on the fundamental problems to 
be ex amined. 
The first problem to be tackled, 
the Western powers said, is that of 
inv estigating political conditions, 
throughout Germany and of creat­ 
ing conditions necessary for hold­ 
ing free elections. This would be 
the first step toward establishing 
an all-German gov ernment which 
could then negotiate a German 
peace treaty . 
In prev ious ex changes Russia 
had declared that the study of po­ 
litical conditions should be 
made 
by a commission created by th e 
fo u r big powers which occupy Ger­ 
many .* The Western g o v ern men ts 
rejected this in fav or of turning 
the job ov er to a United Nations 
commission already set up for 
that purpose. 
Recognizing, howev er, that the 
Ruussians were unwilling to use 
the U.N. group, the Western pow­ 
ers offered 
a compromise last 
night “ to consider any other prac­ 
tical and precise proposals for an 
impartial commission of inv estiga­ 
tion which the Sov iet gov ernment 
may wish to put forward.” The 
idea is that such a group could be 
established through the use of re­ 
presentativ es of non-occupy ing na­ 
tions.
